Deadline approaching for 


Metro Airport Documents

Despite mountains of infor- 
mation turned over to a spe- 
cial Michigan legislative 
committee, committee co- 
chairman State Sen. Glenn 
Steil, R-Grand Rapids, is 
pressing a Feb. 15 deadline for 
receiving the remaining docu- 
ments. 

Action by the Select Com- 
mittee on the Wayne County 
Metropolitan Detroit Airport 
is working and voting strictly 
along party lines as was the 
formal request for additional 
information from the Airport 
Director David Katz. 

The local member of the 
committee, State Rep. Ray- 
mond Basham (D- Taylor), has 
been highly critical of the par- 
tisanship shown in committee 
actions. 

Basham - who vows he is 
not an apologist for Wayne 
County or Metro Airport -- 
claims that the Democratic 
members on the committee 
are being kept in the dark on 
the essence of the probe. 

The original Michigan 
House resolution formulated 
eight months ago raised ques- 
tions on food service, flight de- 
lays. and baggage handling at 
Metro Airport, Basham said, 
and he claims that he has seen 
little particulars on any of 
those issues. 

Basham also questions why 
none of the current focus has 
been placed on Northwest Air-

lines -- the prime airlines serv- 
ing Metro Airport. 

While the current probe re- 
portedly was initiated by the 
massive delays during the Jan- 
uary 1999 snowstorm and fol- 
lowing instances at Metro 
Airport, Democrats claim that 
the panel is actually a not so 
veiled attempt to hurt Wayne 
County Executive Ed 
McNamara. 


Steil continues to complain 
to Katz and others that his in- 
vestigative team feels they are 
getting the “run around.” He 
states to Katz “we have to get 
better cooperation from your 
staff.”

State Appeals Court turns 
down city’s latest request

The Michigan Appeals 
Court rejected last week the 
city of Romulus’ request for a 
reconsideration of its findings 
on the Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems’ Wahrman Road 
project. 

The Appeals Court reported 
that former Romulus City At- 
torney Barry Seifman’s opin- 
ion was correct that the city’s 
ordinances were preempted 
by state and federal regula- 
tions. 

Thus the injunction issued 
by former Circuit Court Judge 
Claudia House Morcom on 
EDS efforts on Wahrman Road 
was lifted. 

Thus Mayor William Oakley 
said Tuesday that after a poll 
of the City Council, the city is 
asking that the matter be re- 
ferred to Michigan Supreme 
Court for review. 

In another matter it was an- 
nounced at the Site Review 
Board hearing that wetlands 
issues have now been added to 
40 other items on the Citrin 
Drive deepwell matter. 

State DEQ reprresentative 
Andy Hartz told last week’s 
gathering at Romulus High 
School that EDS had just filed 
for a wetlands permit for its 
Citrin Drive property. 

An official public hearing 


son wetland issues — including — 


the possible state threatened 
“three-awned grass” — is slated 
for 7 p.m. March 1 at Romulus 
High School. 

In addition Steve Sliver of 
the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality also an- 
nounced that future hearings 
of the 10-member Site Review 
Board are slated for Feb. 24, 
March 9 and March 21.

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Taxpayers may he asked

Westland voters will be 


asked to renew a one-mil in- 
cinerator tax for 15 more years 
at a May 9 special election, de- 
spite objections from two 
councilmen. 

At the urging of Mayor Bob 
Thomas and City Engineer Jim 
Zamberis, the Westland City 
Council voted to put the ques- 
tion to voters on special May 9 
ballot at a cost of $30,000. The 
May 9 date, which Councilman 
Glenn Anderson and Richard 
LeBlane objected to because 
of the cost -- the election could 
piggyback on an upcoming reg- 
ular election, they said — had 
been picked by Central Wayne 
County Sanitation Authority 
(CWCSA), whose members con- 
tracted to provide garbage to 
the Dearborn Heights incin- 
erator at four to five times the 
cost that other communities 
pay landfills. Westland, Dear- 
born Heights, Garden City, Ink- 
ster, and Wayne are the other 
members. 

The date was picked despite 
its extra cost because Author- 
ity members feared that “a 
double election might draw 
more antigovernment [voters] 
and turn down the millage,” 
according to Westland Public 
Services Director Richard Dit- 
tmar. “I thought a special elec- 
tion is best because we held 
one last time and passed the 
millage 60-40 percent.” 

The May election would 
also allow time for a revote in 
case voters reject the millage. 

Councilman Glenn Ander- 
son said he opposed going for- 
ward with the proposal 
because of its “mistaken or de- 
liberately dishonest” wording, 
which he believes would pay 
the Authority more money that 
is needed to pay off the city’s debt 
to the CWCSA. The debt should be 
wiped off the books by 2006. 
However, the renewal millage 
won't expire until 2016. 


“We're going another nine 
years beyond [2006],” he said, 
pointing out that the wording 
will contain language allowing 
the Authority to spend money 
for new air cleaners. 

Anderson said that millage 
should be limited to six years

In a matter of two weeks, three teenagers have 
suffered tragic deaths in Western Wayne County. One 
died on a basketball court, another in their car, and 
the third succumbed to an inoperable brain tumor. 

Mark Bolger, 16, had everything going for himself. 
A junior at Plymouth Salem, the young man was 
well-liked by students and faculty. He was an excel- 
lent student and very skilled on the basketball court. 
Additionally, the athlete ran track in the spring and 
cross country in the fall. His coach, Bob Brodie, said 
he was just like a son, always polite and respectful of 
his elders. 4 

Last Friday, in a game at Livonia Stevenson, Mark 
Bolger collapsed and was pronounced dead on ar- 
rival at St Mary’s Hospital. The Salem players were 
listening to their coach at half-time, resting in the 
locker room when Bolger slumped to the floor His 
parents, Pam and Jeffrey Bolger, who were watching 
the game from the bleachers, were rushed to the 
lockers. However, all attempts to revive Mark were 
unsuccessful and an ambulance was summoned to 
hustle him to the hospital. Brodie knew of no health 
problems or deficiencies Bolger may have had, The 
young man passed a physical only two months earli- 
er 

Fifteen-year-old Jerry Ball knew that his days 
were numbered when he was diagnosed with an in- 
operable brain tumor The Wayne Memorial student 
also died last week at Children’s Hospital. He too 

was liked by all and will be remembered as an excel- 
lent hockey player in the Wayne Youth League Hock- 
ey Association.

around to enjoy the fruits of the community's efforts. 

A week earlier, the Romulus community was sad- 
dened by the news that 14-year-old Laura Marie 
Vasquez was fatally injured when the car she was a 
passenger in lost control only to be struck by another 
car on a snow-covered stretch of Eureka Road. The 
church going Romulus High freshman had to be ex- 
tricated from the wreck with the Jaws of Life. By that 
time she was dead. 

Three children victims of tragedy in a two-week 
span. I can't recall this ever happening. And the usu- 
al suspects, alcohol or drugs, were not involved in 
any of the deaths. Mark Bolger was simply playing 
supervised basketball. Jerry Ball is the latest in a 
long list of area children to succumb to hopeless dis- 
eases. Laura Vasquez was a passenger in a friend’s 
car. A friend who had been driving less than a year 
and didn’t know how to negotiate slippery pavement 


Our collective heart goes out to all the families of 
these wonderful teens. To have their lives cut short is 
tragic, indeed. Despite all the technological ad- 
vances and medical wonders, life is still a fragile 
commodity. I guess there’s some truth to the saying, 
“Thank God, I’m alive.” 





Why will Fred and Frieda Fetus 
miss Class of 2000 graduation? 


The Class of 2000 has been the 
darling of the western Wayne 
County media for the past decade. 

. Their class members have 
been photographed and inter- 
viewed since they have been. in 
grades 4 and 5. Journalists of all 
styles have sought the students’ 
views thinking they would be dra- 
matically different then their 
peers with the change in the mil- 
lenium. 

The national media hasn’t 
been that excited about a date 
since 1984 - when they thought 
Big Brother might disappear from 
the political scene overnight. 

When they awoke up on Jan. 1, 
1984 — all they found out was that 
President Reagan was still popu- 
lar and still heading the govern- 
ment in Washington. 

But despite all its questions 
about the Class of 2000’s family 
connections, peer relationships 
and technology skills, some say, 
the media until now still hasn’t 
asked about the most important 
issue for the class members. 

Soon the Class of 2000 and 
those immediately following it — 





will be asked about their missing 
classmates. 

Those classmates who have 
missed their last 12 years of 
school — will be code named Fred 
and Frieda Fetus — and they would 
love to shout loudly “missing 
school was not our choice.” 

They would like to question 
how mothers had the right to 
choose on their most critial issue - 
- life. 

“Tt wasn’t even her body,’ they 
would like to scream. 

The issue at hand obviously is 
that of abortion. And the matter 
could even become part of some 
Class of 2000 speeches by this 
year’s graduates. 

Some sensitive graduates may 
want to speak out on their missing 
classmates behalf: 

Some also may designate sev- 
eral empty seats on the gradua- 


tion platform for “Fred and Frie- 
da” unless blocked by the 
Supreme Court or their local 
Board of Education. 

Sure. we may have lost some 
“Bonnie and Clyde types,” some 
observers may say, but how many 
new Einsteins, Dr Martin Luther 
Kings and Walter Paytons did we 
also lose. 

For the $$-sensitive school 
trustees — tell them they also are 
losing an undetermined amount 
of student financial allotments 
from the state. 

Some in the Christian commu- 
nity would hope comments such 
as these would help you see the 
whole picture. But pictures of 
slain babies (or fetuses if that is 
what you wish to call them) are 
one thing you won't see. 

Too many abortion activists 
feel if those photos were dis- 
played...the abortion industry 
would be severely hurt. 

Because it would show more 
than that young bodies were muti- 
lated...but that they were actually 
babies not blobs of tissue as some 
claim. 


MEAP madness - temporary insanity? 


We are all familiar with 
“March Madness” when high 
school basketball teams compete 
for state championships at vari- 
ous levels, Local interest is at 
fever pitch and parents of players 
and other fans sometimes go to 
extreme measures to boost sup- 
port for their teams. This all re- 
sults from a healthy competitive 
spirit and a desire to receive 
recognition for excellence in 
achievement. The reward for 
winning is a trophy. 

Governor Engler, in his recent 
State of the State address, used 
the sports ‘analogy to describe his 
plan for competition among 
schools in the academic area. The 
winners (and losers) are to be de- 
termined based on the results of 
Michigan Educational Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP) tests. 

Engler, and the Michigan Leg- 
islature, have set up a program 
where schools and individuals 
will be “rewarded” for achieving 
satisfactory test results. Students 
can win scholarships ranging 
from $500 to $2500 for good test 
results. Schools with good overall 
results can receive up to $50,000 
to be distributed to school em- 
ployees. 

However, in addition to the

“carrot” approach, there is a big 
stick lurking in the background to 
deal with schools that don’t get 
satisfactory test results over a pe- 
riod of time. Locally elected 
school boards can be disbanded 
(as has happened in Detroit) and 
replaced with board members ap- 
pointed by politicians. School ad- 
ministrators can be replaced and 
curriculum dictated by the un- 
elected board. 

From now until Feb. 11th, thou- 
sands of students will be taking 
MEAP tests in various subjects.’ 
This has generated frenzied activ- 
ity at some schools to “pump up” 
students. “Sample” tests have 
been furnished to parents (evi- 
dently in the hope they will coach 
their children). Various rewards 
are being offered, such as: passes 
from homework, first in lunch 
line privileges, and free tickets to 
Piston basketball games. On the 
down side, one school principal 


in Pontiac sent out a letter sug- 
gesting to some parents that they 
hold their students out of the 
tests. Pep rallies and even “rap” 
sessions have been held to build 
enthusiasm for taking the tests, 

Some critics say the tests are a 
waste of time and effort because 
colleges and employers pay little 
attention to the MEAP test results. 
But that isn’t the current concern. 
The state certainly has placed 
heavy emphasis on the tests and 
school administrators have virtu- 
ally pushed the panic button in an 
effort to improve test results. 

The bottom line in all this is 
the question, “Are the tests mea- 
suring the knowledge parents 
want their children to obtain?” If 
not, something had better been 
done quickly to change direction. 
Already the schools are making a 
maximum effort (if only at test 
time) to steer students in the di- 
rection mandated by the state. If 
the curriculum is going in the 
wrong direction, it will soon be a 
year-long process, not just a “pass 
the test” effort once a year, 

Only parents and local school 
board members should make that 
Judgment. Parents, investigate 
and then let your local officials 
know your desires. 


Ouch. 

Westland City Council’s firing 
of popular City Clerk Pat Gibbons 
for apparently political motives 
hurt many people. 

Many people thought that the 
new council majority, David Cox, 
Trav Griffin, David James, and 
Sharon Scott, fired her in retalia- 
tion for filing a grievance against 
Cox and Griffin for printing a city 
council election campaign flier 
last summer on clerk’s office sta- 
tionary. 

In other words, many people 
think that Gibbons was fired for 
being too honest and impartial. 

The natives are restless. They 
are angry. They are rising. They 
are talking recall. (Recall lan- 
guage against Scott, the only one 
not newly reelected and therefore 
the only one subject to recall be- 
fore July 1, has been drafted and 
is about to be filed.) 

“This town is fired up — you bet 
your sweet bippy,” said Council- 
man Richard LeBlanc. 

Amidst the anger, LeBlanc and 
council members Glenn Ander- 
son and Sandra Cicirelli see an 
opportunity to give the voters a 
chance on the city’s May 9 special 
incinerator millage election ballot 
to amend the city charter to begin 
electing the clerk. 

Currently, the clerk is an at-will 
employee hired by the city coun- 
cil. The trio wants citizens to elect 
the clerk. 

“T believe the city clerk should 
be a nonpartisan position that’s 
accountable to the citizens as op- 
posed to the whims of an elected 
seven-member public body,” said 
Councilman Richard LeBlanc. 
“While the clerk technically 
works for seven people, realisti- 
cally that person works for the en- 
tire community.” 

Griffin, the council president, 
said that he would like a commit- 
tee formed to study the proposal. 

While I favor the idea of chang- 
ing Westland’s city charter, both 
theory and experience suggest to 
me another, more sweeping 
change: replacing the strong may- 
or form of government with a city 
manager: 

A city manager form of govern-

ment is superior in theory be- 
cause it separates politics from 
administration by employing pro- 
fessional managers to run city ser- 
vices and carryout city policies. In 
practice, this would make West- 
land resemble cities like Troy, 
where residents don't have to line 
up at city council meetings to 
complain about amateurish mis- 
takes, like making residents pay 
five times the going rate for 
garbage disposal, which will cost 
residents tens of millions of dol- 
lars over the next 30 years. 





In theory, a switch to a profes- 


sional administration would re- 
duce the city’s costs and improve 
efficiency by cutting out paybacks 
to contractors, venders, and de- 
velopers who fill up the mayor’s 
campaign chest. In practices, this 
would have prevented the flood- 
ing of 400 Westland residents’ 
homes with human excrement a 
few years ago at the hands of con- 
tributing contractors who were 
given the job, which Wayne Coun- 
ty should have done. 

In theory, the switch to pure 
legislative policy making would 
reinstitute a modicum of republi- 
can or representative policy mak- 
ing on the local level, one of our 
Founding Fathers best ideas -- 
though it only works now within 
judges’ decisions and bureau- 
crats’ edicts. 

In a representative govern- 
ment, citizens spread policy mak- 
ing power among a small body of 
legislators whose group decisions 
reflect the wisdom, compromises, 
and tradeoffs necessary to in gov- 
erning a diverse population. 

In theory, most groups can be 
represented when some of the 
legislators are not elected at 
large, but elected from different 
areas. In the case of a city council, 
four of the seven members should 
be elected from different geo- 
graphical quadrants; the other 
three should be elected at large. 





This assures giving a voice to dif- 
ferent economic areas. 

In practice, the pure represen- 
tative policy eliminates executive 
empire building and mayoral 
warping of policy, especially plan- 
ning, and spending, especially ex- 
cessive employee contracts, to 
buy votes and raise campaign 
funds. When group decisions are 
made by legislators representing 
different groups or areas, cam- 
paign contributions are much less 
a factor than citizens’ welfare. 

This was obvious to me when I 
covered Rochester, where council 
members’ decisions had to please 
only voters. With no executive fa- 
vors to sell or empires to build, 
that city’s policy makers could on- 
ly stay in office by pleasing con- 
stituents. Quite a contrast to West- 
land, where elections are mostly 
decided by special interest 
groups in cahoots with the mayor 
and his council enablers. 

Mayoral government, at its 
worst, can descend to the mess in 
Detroit, where city services de- 
cline, free enterprise is throttled, 
an empire is built, and taxes rise. 
In contrast, the worst a pure city 
manager government has done was 
to professionally administer bad 
policies without ratcheting up 
taxes or empire building. 

With all the advantages of a 
city manager form of government, 
the form fails the minute empire- 
building elected officials are put 
into the equation, such as in 
Belleville, where a series of elect- 
ed mayors have injected empire 
building and, occasionally, 
skewed policy toward developers, 
just like real mayors. ‘ 

If Westland adds an elected 
clerk to its mix, it will only tempt 
another elected official to build 
another empire and pander to 
campaign contributors. 

The city already suffers from 
too much political administration 
and administration linked to po- 
litical contributors. 


The solution is to replace polit- 
ical administration with profes- 
sional administration and to 
cutout the sale of government 
favors; not to intensify the 
plague with more rats. 
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Judges should be 
prohibited from 
appointing 
contributors

As an attorney I support the 
recently reported State Su- 
preme Court proposal to pro- 
hibit judges frem accepting 
campaign contributions from 
lawyers whom tlose judge ap- 
points, in matters pending be- 
fore that judge. , 

I do not doutt that judges 
will have a tough time raising 
campaign contributions if this 
proposal is adopted, however, 
that is a small price to pay to 
ensure the integiity of our le- 
gal system. As)lawyers, we 
should always ke looking for 
ways to improve our legal sys- 
tem and the puolic’s percep- 
tion of our legalisystem. 

A better solition, in my 
mind, would be prohibit in- 
dividual judges ‘rom appoint- 
ing any attorney: who serve in 
any capacity tefore them. 
Judges are ele¢ed civil ser- 
vants. I see nothhg in our Con- 
stitution or stetutes which 
grants them authprity to estab- 
lish their own kiigdoms. 

An attorney practicing in a 
court of law has 1-duty to rep- 
resent their resp2ctive client’s 
interest whether that interest 
conflicts with tke interest of 
the judge or not At the very 
least, an appearance of impro- 
priety is created when the 
judge deciding acase has the 
ability to controlthe income of 
an attorney/advicate practic- 
ing before them.

For a while he 
had to wear a helmet for his 
own protection. There were 
times when he would throw 
himself down on the floor 
whenever things didn’t go his 
way. He was very aggressive to- 
wards other children and his 
teachers. He had bit, hit & 
kicked both teachers and 
other children even when he 
was on his medication. 

I was employed full time so 
I had to find a day care in the 
Belleville area. I checked out 
many day cares ,in this area. 
When I found Bethany Day 
Care, my prayers were an- 
swered. The progress was 
slow, but for the first time 
there was progress. Every time 
I got a call from Bethany while 
I was at work, I thought, “Oh no 
he is going to be expelled 
again”. But they continued to 
work with him. THERE WAS 
NO CHILD ABUSE. (A day 
care in Ann Arbor used to 
wash his mouth out with soap 
when he was misbehaving. 
Would you consider this child 
abuse? Especially for ADHD 
child) 

When he was supposed to 
start kindergarten, the private 
school I wanted to enroll him 
in tested him and said that he 
wasn’t ready for kindergarten 
at their school. ‘““Maybe we 
should try a public school” was 
their answer. He was on the 
list for Bethany’s Kinder- 
garten, waiting for a space. I 
was so pleased when Vesta 
Losen called to say he would 
be able to attend. 

My grandson is now doing 
very well in kindergarten, He 
knows how to read, count to 
100, do addition, and nu- 
merous other tasks. He rarely 
misbehaves. He is very honest 
and tells me everything that 
goes on in school. If there was 
any child abuse going on, he 
would have told us about it. 


CoM MUNI 
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Maybe some of these people 
who are throwing accusations 
around should get their facts 
straight and talk to the other 
parents who are involved. 
Children DO get EXPELLED 
from day care and kinder- 
garten. When you find a day 
care center that works for chil- 
dren especially with problems 
(ADHD etc.) don’t work against 
it. Work with them. (I don’t 
think the parent who is filing 
the charges is working with the 
school or her child). 

Don’t be a coward and call 
in anonymously and make 
slanderous erroneous state- 
ments. 

Sign your name, if what 
you're going to say is worth- 
while. By the way - why wasn’t 
the boy’s mother subjected toa 
media criticism? She was 
never mentioned. 

We need to have more peo- 
ple like Vesta Losen on our 
school board. We need to get 
our public schools up to the 
standards of the private 
schools. We would then have a 
much better community to live 
in.

The parcel of land is 120 ft. 
deep, which according to our

Bolger’s father and 
mother, Pam and Jeffrey Bo- 
Iger, were in the stands dur- 
ing the game and rushed to 
the locker room when they 
were informed about their 
son’s seizure. 


Salem coach Bob Brodie 
later said that Mark was the 
kind of player and person 
all admired and respected. 


“I told one of the news- 
paper people that Mark is 
the kind of person you 
would want for a son,” 
Brodie added. “His death 
has shocked all of us. I don’t 
know what else I can say at 
this time.”

MHSAA awaits report of 
Belleville-Rouge rrelee 


Stone 
suspended 
for one 
game

Whether further sanctions 
will be taken against contro- 
versial River Rouge basketball 
coach Lamonte Stone will be 
determined after Michigan 
High School Athletic Associa- 
tion officials review the re- 
ports of referees’ who 
officiated the Belleville - 
Rouge game. 

The game was called with 
3:41 left with Belleville ahead, 
51-47, after coach Stone was in- 
vited by the referees to leave 
the bench. Stone had appar- 
ently protested a referee’s call 
which led to a tenhical foul, 
followed by another technical. 

The Rouge coach’s de- 
meanor and remarks to the of- 
ficials provoked the officials 
who slapped him with a sec- 
ond technical that automat- 
ically calls for the coach to 
leave the floor and bench. 

The Rouge coach’s depar- 
ture triggered an outburst by 
Rouge fans who became hos- 
tile, according to some specta- 
tors. 

Referees decided to end the 
game at that point, with a little 
more than three minute re- 
maining. 

“We are awaiting the re- 
ports from the officials who of- 
ficiated the (Rouge-Belleville) 
game,” said John R. Johnson, 
Communications director of 
the Michigan High School Ath- 
letic Association. “We have not 
received the report (as of Mon- 
day) and when we do then, at 
that time we will determine 
whether further action will be 
taken.” 

Johnson stressed that the 
reports also will be forwarded 
to the two schools involved. 

If further disciplinary ac- 
tion is taken, Johnson added, 
the coach would be called be- 
fore the MHSAA Executive 
Board to explain his actions. A 
“show cause” hearing would 
be conducted. 

Rod Fisher, Belleville 
coach, said that the game Fri- 
day night was physical and 
emotional on both sides. 

“Our teams are still in con- 
tertion,” Fisher continued, 
“and this. was a key game, and 
a very emotional game on both 
sides,” 

Both Rouge and Belleville 
have two losses and trail Ro- 
mulus, which has one loss in 
the conference, in the divisio- 
nal standings.

While an interim priest for 
St. Aloysius Church of Ro- 
mulus is slated to be named 
this March, a permanent re- 
placement will not be appoin- 
ted until June or July, church 
officials said this wéek.
